FISHING TEIP

Promptly at 3:00 a. m. Suffday, 
June 19, the alarm clock began 
buzzing and we left our snug beds 
and started on our fishing trip. 
Just as the day was dawning we 
called the roll at our starting point. 
Mr. and Mrs. Roy -Flood, Mr. and 
Mrs. Kenneth Robbing, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. W. Malone, Mr. George Parr and 
Miss Thacker, all answered "Pres­ 
ent," and we loaded our luggage 
and enrlchened John D. for awhile. 
Reaching Azusa we left our ma­ 
chines and took an auto stage for 
about eight miles. A mile above 
Azusa we passed the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Edison Power Plant. This 
was the last sign of industry we 
saw until we returned. The ride to 
the auto control was uneventful, 
except for some severe jolts. Here 
we transferred ourselves and be­ 
longings to a wagon stage, and in 
some western style headed farther 
into the wilds. The road here left 
the. hillside and followed the course 
of 'the river.. The girls began to 
count the number of times we cross­ 
ed the river, but soon lost out. By 
this time the mountains were tower­ 
ing high on each side and all were 
impressed by the grand peaks that 
loomed in the 'distance. The only 
"eye-sore" was the charred stumps 
and brush, reminders of the disas­ 
trous fire in this vicinity last fall. 
Reaching Follows Camp, which is 
about sixteen miles from Azusa, we 
ate lunch, while our guide saddled 
the horses and packed our luggage 
on two mules. From here the odds 
were in favor of the girls, as they 
were to ride horses, while we boys 
were to ride shank's ponies to our 
camp on Iron Fprk, a mare fifteen 
mile hike.

About 11 o'clock we sallied forth 
from Follows Camp firmly determin­ 
ed to reach Iron Fork or bust. Gee! 
Fellows! but that water was cold. 
Ye gods and little fishes! However, 
a little thing like that could not 
daunt ua, and on we went. Reach­ 
ing Camp Bonita, nestling in the 
mouth of Cattle Canyon, we took a 
short rest and then started the home 
stretch. Everything went fine, ex­ 
cept that occasionally Roy would 
remind us that he had a shorter 
wheel-base than the rest, until we 
reached the mouth of the narrows. 
Here our troubles began. Away 
up near the top of the mountain 
we could see the high line trail and 
our guide informed us that due to 
the late rains we would not be able 
to go through the harrows, but 
would have to go up the mountain 
side and finish our Journey on the 
high line trail. Little realizing 
what this meant, we bucked high 
water and bad trail for some two 
miles and reached the point where 
we left the river. Imagine our dis­ 
may when we saw that the trail led 
almost straight up a loose shale 
slide. We had come too far to back 
down, and tightening our belts wa 
started on the grind. Every time
